mands for public money. Republi- 
can lawmakers are expected to be 
critical of a Democratic adminis- 
tration’s spending. It counts more 
when a Democratic legislator hints 
that he thinks there’s been extrava- 
gance on the part of a Democratic 
executive regime. 

When an executive outfit has 
calculated how much it needs to 
carry it through an ensuing fiscal 
year it turns its figures over to 
the budget bureau. The budget 
bureau, in turn, having assembled 
all these estimates, refers them to 
congress, requesting corresponding 
appropriations. 

Suppose the navy department, il- 
lustratively, makes an application 
for a financial allowance. It’s a de- 
partment which is answerable di- 
rectly to the White House. Theres 
fore it’s presumable that its plea 
has presidential indorsement.
